Statements Before Vegetarian So¬ 
ciety Cause Surprise, 


URGE BOXING IN SCHOOLS. 


Frealdcnt Harris and Superintend¬ 
ent Andrews, ol ClilcaKO, En¬ 
courage Students. 


Dr, Thomas Advocates the hiving 
on Haw Food—Says That Men 
hive In Spite of 
Cooking. 


'When George Donaldson had deliv¬ 
ered liis lecture on “Food and Nutri¬ 
tion” at New York the other evening 
before the Vegetarian society a visitor, 
Dr. Thomas, gave some personal ex¬ 
periences in eating that astonished 
even such strict dietician, as the vege¬ 
tarians. Dr. Thomas said that all life- 
giving energy comes from the sun. 
plants lock the sunshine in their fis- 
sures and man gets his strength from 
them. The animals have tills energy 
also—to a far less extent—but, they get 
it from vegetable food. So it was like 
going to a second-hand store for one’s 
clothes—getting one’s nourishment 
from animal flesh. 

Dr. Thomas’ contribution amounted 
to this: He lives on raw food. He eats 
raw wheat with the husks, uncooked 
bread that is rolled into the shape ot 
■cakes and all sorts oi fruit. Men live 
in spite of cooking, because they do 
not Mil all the life-giving germs. For 
a long time he sought some means hv 
which the raw white potato might be 
made palatable. One day when his 
system needed salt he craved a tuber, 


vegetable. When he was told that the 
skin was poisonous he for a scientific 
experiment ate it with relish. Once for 
a similar reason lie devoured flesh raw, 
hut the trouble with that is the alcohol 
and other injurious substances that 
death will not allow the animal to rid 
itself of. 

He says he can run for an indefinite 
time without stopping, has lifted 1,4.'.?. 
pounds and equals in strength three 
ordinary men. He never wears any un¬ 
derclothing or overcoat, and should he 
catch cold lie feels none of its usual 
weakening effects. One day after a 
snowstorm he took oil: his socks, loose¬ 
ly laced liis shoestrings and walked 
downtown to see if his feet would bo 
cold. His wife and one-year-old baby

A series of boxing bouts which 
were held in the basement of the 
south division high school at Chicago 
the other night, finds favor in the 
eyes of the board of education author¬ 
ities, President Graham H. Harris 
said he saw nothing wrong in it as 
long as Principal Smith sanctioned 
the boxing and had an instructor 
supervise it.

1 told them they coujd hold them pro¬ 
vided it was done in the presence of 
our regular athletic director. When 
the hoys had their meeting I was in¬ 
formed of it and told Mr. Perrine to 
look after tne matter. He did so and 
reported to me that there was noth¬ 
ing brutal in it. It was simply an 
exercise for the boys. One boy’s 
nose bled, but there was nothing 
which at all resembled pugilism in 
the sense in which it is tmderstood.” 

Dr. Andrews said of the matter: 
“I certainly consider boxing the best 
exercise for the muscles of the body. 
This sport brings into play muscles 
which can be developed in no other 
way. I believe that as long as these 
affairs are conducted under the super¬ 
vision of the principal and are gen¬ 
tlemanly in every way, no objection 
can be found in them. I have no 
criticism to make of Mr. Smith, as I 
believe in athletic sports, provided 
they do not interfere with the studies 
and are not brutal.” 

President Harris said he had often 
boxed in his younger days, and Was 
sorry now that he had not done so

IMPORTANT POINTS IN

GOOD ROADS 


He Should Insist on Being: Allowed 
to Determine What Roads to Im¬ 
prove and That the Cities Should 
Help Pay the Cost. 

There are two important points 
which the farmer should always insist 
upon in discussing the good roads ques¬ 
tion. 

In the first place, no one but the 
farmer himself should be permitted to 
determine the improvements in roads 
which are to be undertaken for his 
benefit. Little good will result to him 
from the construction of boulevards 
connecting the larger cities. They 
would not be used by the farmer. The 
farmer’s roads are the roads radiating 
from the railway stations, from the 
county seats and country market 
towns, the roads which connect his 
farm with the postofiice, the village 
store, the schoolliouse, the church and 
the railroad depot. If the good roads 
people have the farmer’s interest hon- 


, estly at heart, if they really mean to

levied state highway taxes and have 
built roads by a system of state aid. 
While the rate of taxation has been 
low the amount collected has been con¬ 
siderable. In New York a state tax 
of 1 1-10 cents upon every thousand 
dollars’ assessed valuation created a 
road fund of $50,000, four-fifths of the 
whole amount being collected in the 
cities, where most of the property in 
the state is situated. The state aid 
system does not interfere with present 
road building methods, but simply pro¬ 
vides a means by which an enterpris¬ 
ing community desiring to possess first 
class highways may obtain financial 
assistance for the purpose. In New 
York the towns complying with the 
state aid law receive from outside 
sources a sum four or five times as 
large as the amount they raise them¬ 
selves for road building purposes. The 
state contributes to the expense of 
road building just as it contributes to 
the cost of maintaining public schools, 
which are conducted by local officials, 
teut which to receive such state as¬ 
sistance must be up to a certain stand¬ 
ard. 

This system of state aid is meeting 
with general approval from farmers 
wherever understood. It is deserved¬ 
ly popular in the east, especially in 
New Jersey, where it has been in ef¬ 
fect since 1892 or 1893. The farmers’ 
national congress, the most powerful 
and influential agricultural body in the 
world, has strongly indorsed it. Min¬ 
nesota has adopted a constitutional 
amendment authorizing state aid to 
roads by a popular vote of almost two 
to one. A similar constitutional amend¬ 
ment is pending in Wisconsin. A state 
convention of 809 farmers, held at Mil¬ 
waukee at tbe time of the last state 
fair, unanimously Indorsed state aid 
In road building. Similar resolutions 
were passed this fall by 30 good roads 
conventions held in Wisconsin, Min¬ 
nesota, Iowa, Illinois, Texas and Ar¬ 
kansas, all of which were controlled by 
farmers.

000, more than any other country. Rus 
s(a, with an enormous area, has only 
70.000 miles of roadways, while Italy, 
a smaller country, has 55,000.

Educating; The Small Boy. 

“The small boy is a serious prob¬ 
lem, and should, be taken serious¬ 
ly,” says Kate Upson Clarke in a 
volume which she has recently 
published upon this question, “To 
him the small things which make 
up his interest in life are as great 
as the responsibilities of diplomats 
3eem to them when sent to arbi¬ 
trate between nations. It is quite 
necessary for mothers, fathers, 
nurses, governesses and teachers to 
try as far as possible to put them¬ 
selves in his place, look at the 
world from his point of view, be¬ 
fore forming judgments which 
might hurt his feelings and per¬ 
haps embitter his whole life.” 

This is impossible to do perfect¬ 
ly, Miss Clarke says, but one can 
do no more than try. It is the per¬ 
sonal sympathy which influences 
the boy, and unless a mother en¬ 
joys the unlimited confidence of 
her boy she cannot bring him up 
or have the fullest influence upon 
his life which she desires and 
should have. 

Miss Clarke states in her preface 
that she takes it for granted that 
the boy is properly housed, fed and 
clothed. It is his mental and spir¬ 
itual upbringing which forms the 
subject of her book, The book is 
directed more especially to the 
mother who never had. any broth¬ 
ers, and, lacking the privilege of 
having been a boy herself, is there¬ 
fore wholly at loss to know how to 
treat her little son when he begins 
to develop from a baby into a real 
boy. 

In regard to a boy’s manners 
Miss Clarke has this to say: 


possible thing to do. As proof of 
the worth of this advice, she cites 
the great number of famous men 
who have written of the “Books 
Which Have Helped Me,” all of 
which were the old books by Stan-' 
dard authors. 

Miss Clarke claims that suitable 
companions should be lurnished 
by the parents for children, so that 
their high ideals may grow up 
with them and they may make 
no mistake in later life, when it 
becomes time for them to marry. 

She believes that, in the boy’s 
political education, every oppor¬ 
tunity should be seized upon to 
explain to him what It all means, 
so that he will grow up with a full 
understanding of the bearing of 
politics upon the community. A 
parent should make a study of tiie 
political ss stem with him, explain¬ 
ing everything in municipal, coun¬ 
ty, State and National affairs. Let 
him not only read the papers of 
one party, but of all parties, and 
so form his opinion from a compre¬ 
hensive view of the best points of 
all, afj well as of the worst.

parent wants him to become. He 
must be impressed with the per- 
. sonality of his parents. The boy is 
a great imitator, and very likely to 
be the same kind of a man his 
■ father is. 

A certain conventionality must 
be observed at home if the child is 
to be made a welcome member of 
society. There can be no division 
or difference—no company man¬ 
ners. Company manners must be 
home manners. Josh Billings re¬ 
marked once that good breeding 
can make even a fool Agreeable, 
which is true. He who has the 
self-possession and art of your true 
society man, has a weapon for the 
world’s battle, which he is a fool to 
scorn. 

Good poetry is, perhaps, the very 
best thing to develop right senti¬ 
ment in a child. Notionalism In 
eating or anything else, should be 
discouraged. He siiduld be kept 
busy, too, Make him understand 
that the price of a home is very 
great, and he, as one of the indivi¬ 
duals Who derive the benefits, 
should also perform as much as 
possible of the work required to 
keep it up. 

As to the practice of smoking,- 
Miss Clarke contends that if is of 
no use, and is unhealthful besides, 
The first objecliou which will ap¬ 
peal to the boy is that it will stunt 
his growth, and that athletes are 
never allowed by their trainers to 
smoke. Games and athletics she 
thoroughly believes in, Most of 
all, perhaps, she emphasizes the 
necessity for learning to swim be¬ 
fore all other aquatic sports. Boot- 
ball, however, she chaiacterizes as 
(00 brutal to be called a game. 

In the line of home education , 
[she says that there is only one 
thing more harmful than loo little 
care about what books are read, and 
that Is too much. She believes in j 
the old books of standard Iiiera- j 
ture, It is her opinion that if the 
boy is let loose in a library full of 
good old standard books he will c 
find much nourishing reading g 
which will help him more than if t 
he is given certain hooks and for- f 
bidden to read others—the worse j

They are better 
grammarians, for, having become 
so familiar with every style in the 
newspapers, from the common¬ 
place advertisements to the finish¬ 
ed and classical oration of the 
statesman, they more readily com¬ 
prehend the meaning of the text, 
and consequently analyze its con¬ 
struction with accuracy. They 
write better campositions, using 
better language, correctly express¬ 
ed. Those young men who have 
for years been readers of newspa¬ 
pers, and are always taking the 
lead in debating societies, exhibit a 
more extensive knowledge upon a 
greater variety of subjects, and ex¬ 
press their views with greater flu¬ 
ency, clearness and correctness.

Says Sheathed Vessels Have Gresui 

Advantage Over Those Not Thus 
Frotected—Experience In 
Asiatic Squadron, 

Admiral Dewey drove a spike into 
the guns of the opponents of sheathing 
in the navy and took occasion to com¬ 
ment upon the intelligence of the ex¬ 
perts who are responsible for sending 
back to congress the law, which au¬ 
thorized six large ships originally in¬ 
tended to be sheathed. ' There was a 
hearing at the house naval committee 
and Secretary Long and Admiral 
Dewey appeared to give their views in 
regard to the new ships. 

The only official advocate of sheath¬ 
ing was Rear Admiral Hichborn, chief 
constructor, who submitted a long re¬ 
ply to his critics on the board, with 
tables which show that his position is 
sustained by foreign practice and re¬ 
sults. Secretary Long promised to 
send his rejoinder to the committee in 
a day or two. 

The committee asked Admiral Dewey 
for his view’s on sheathing and he gave 
them in emphatic terms in favor of the 
system. He was able to furnish specific 
instances of the advantages of sheath¬ 
ing from among the ships on the 
Asiatic station. He said that aside 
from the possibilities of galvanic ac¬ 
tion—which is denied in Hiehborn’s 
report—there was much to commend 
the idea. The revenue cutter McCul¬ 
loch at Manila was the only sheathed 
ship, and it was kept uninterruptedly 
in service between Manila and Hong- 
Kong. He noticed that ships newly 
docked had vastly greater speed over 
ships which were riot sheathed and had 
not been docked every few months. 

This meant a great deal, he added 
when vessels were on a foreign station 
in time of war. He volunteered the-in-, 
formation that he was surprised thal 
“experts could be found to oppose 
sheathing.” Admiral Dewey's views 
made a profound impression on the 
committee and may settle the mootec 
question of sheathed or unsheathec 
ships for all time. Several members ol 
the committee said that.they were ir 
favor of allowing the provision foi 
sheathing to stand and of requiring thi 
ships authorized this year to bs 
sheathed. Rear Admiral Hiehborn’: 
final report, which disposes of the al¬ 
leged chemical results of sheathing 
and which quotes liberally from Brit¬ 
ish expert opinion, will add to the 
Dewey testimnuv. 

STARTS FAST IN BAKERY. 

Woman to Attempt to Duplicate Hath- 
bun’s Experience Under Try- 
Ins: Clrcnmatances. 

Mrs. Herman Kolb, of Nyack, N. J., 
who is too stout for her own satisfac¬ 
tion, tipping the scales at 238, has 
started out to reduce herself to a suit¬ 
able weight by fasting. The idea 
came to her from rending of Milton 
Rathhun’s long fast. She had already 
fasted seven days, and is so pleased 
with her loss of weight that she is de¬ 
termined .to continue for the full 4C 
days. 

She wants to bring herself down to 
200 pounds, and her neighbors say she 
has the will to do it. She took her 
last meal on February 22. Since then 
she has taken no food. Her only re¬ 
freshment is large quantities of spring 
water. She lost -1% pounds the first 
six days. •'

' Dr, McKim’s startling remedy is set 
forth in his book: “Heredity and Hu¬ 
man Progress,” He says: 

“For the rejuvenation of the race 
we need to, multiply those individuals 
Whose dominant craving is the altru¬ 
istic sense, and to eliminiate -those 
whose lives are ruled by the baser 
selfishness. It is among the many de¬ 
fectives thrown upon the state for 
maintenance and the manj r vicious 
held in restraint by the state on ac¬ 
count of their crimes that,, a system 
of elimination seems practicable; and 
through it there would he given ever- 
increasing opportunitj’ for the expan¬ 
sion of such lives as tend to advance 
the standard of the race.

BONES OF MASTODON FOUND, 

t Farmer in Indiana Who Ha* 
a Peculiar Frame for 
His Clock. 

Some excellently preserved masto- 
!on bones have been discovered in the 
vicinity of Hagerstown, Ind, Several 
years ago workmen digging a ditch 
found the remains of a mastodon, but 
the nature of the animal was not 
Known to them. The only reason they 
were interested was because of the 
great size of the bones. All that were 
found were divided among the party 
of workmen, who took them to their 
homes and have since permitted nearly 
all of them to become lost or de¬ 
stroyed. Henry Gwinn, a farmer near

Tlie vertebra is one of the largest 
-specimens ever ‘discovered. It is 18 
itches from the spinous process to the 
ower edge of the centrum and 30 inches 
jetween the transverse processes. Mr, 
Jwinn also has a rib from the same 
tnimal more than four feet long. Parts 
if two other mastodon skeletons have 
jeen found within a few miles of Ha- 
jerstown. From the two the splendid 
keleton in Earlham college was con¬ 
tracted, said to be one of the finest 
n the world.
